A dance was at its height when the 


constables entered. The man wanted 
was called to one side of the room and 
listened quietly to the reading of the 
warrant.

son's arm, the prisoner drew a revolver 
and, with a cry to his friends to kill 
the officers, pushed it in Condon's face 
and pulled the trigger. The weapon 
mined fire, but instantly there was a 
general melee. 


Alexander Robertson, brother of the 


prisoner, and half a dozen of his 
friends, sprang at the officers with 
knives and chairs. The stove was -up- 
set, and some grabbed the stove legs 
for use at short range 
Constable In- 


gaUg was stabbed in the neck and 
faoe, and both officers were badly 
beaten by the desperate men who as- 
sailed them 


Finally the officers were driven tack 


to a corner when Condon fired u half 
dozen shots straight into the crowd in 
front of him. Alexander Robertson 
fell at the first shot, seriously injured. 
A moment later Seth Hatfield went 
ilffma with mortal wounds. Again a 
report and the ball seriously wounded 
Grover Rittenhouse. The sight of the 
three wounded men seemed to stun 
the rest of them and the officers se- 
cured their man and nxirried off to 
Rushville.

crowd, which they did, killing four of 
the villagers. Some of the crowd had 
pistols and they returned the fire, kill- 
ing two gendarmes. Five gendarme* 
and the bailiff were wounded. There 
is great excitement in the village, and 
It may be necessary to call on the mili- 
tary to restore order.

The republican policy was to 
levy duties on imported goods because 
it was the easiest way to raise money 
with which to pay the expenses of the

American workmen to earn American 
t\ages and live like Americans 


He compared the stagnation of the 


south with the progress of the north, 
and said we were to-dav poverned by 
just such men as, we \\ ere thirty years 
ago. 


"In the house the democrats have 


passed the bill abolishing the federal 
election law.s, by which they have re- 
moved the only bafeguarcl of the bal- 
lot box, but I can say to you that they 
will never pass that law without the 
hardest fight they have ever hod.'' 


He said if the democrats of Ohio

years. The board announced laat week 
that the lady bug has proved a perfect 
success in its work of exterminating 
the black scale bug, and colonies will 
be s«nt out to orchardiats, who will 
turn them loose on the common enemy. 
The board is also cultivating a colony 
of the red scale parasite for the same 
purpose, and expects good results. 


—United States Columbian postage 


stamps are in grreat demand by phila- 
telists ail over the world. The stamps 
are issued in the denominations of 
1, 3, 3, 4, 5, 6, 10, 15, 30 and 60 cents, 
and H. S3, tS, (4 and *A It cost 116.36 
to purchase a complete set, but such 
purchases are frequently made by col- 
lectors or their agents. It is easy of 
course for persons in this country to 
obtain the stamps of the smaller de- 
nominations. It is a difficult matter, 
however, to obtain those of the larger 
denominations unless they are par- 
chased from the government, and it is 
said that when they have been can- 
celed they may be sold here, for 75 per 
cent of their original cost.

was Thomas H. Edwardson, and asked 
Cashier G. M. Houston, who 
was 


alone at the time, to cash a draft 
for him. Houston told Edwardson that 
it would be necessary for him to be 
identified. Ed wardson demurred a mo- 
ment, and then said something about 
being cold. Houston invited him back 
to the stove, and accompanying him 
bent over to stir up the fire. Instantly 
Edwnrdson dealt the cashier a heavy 
blow on the head with his fist, knock- 
ing him down, andthenspringingupon 
the fallen man, kicked and beat him 
fearfully. 


Houston .struggled in the affray, and 


finally freeing himself, rushed for his 
revolver, which was in a drawer in the 
front of the bank. Edwardson, who 
was unarmed, dashed out of tlie front 
door, only to run into the arms of two 
citizens who were passing. He was at 
once taken to the county jail. There 
he told who lie was and readily an- 
swered all questions. He said he had 
a wife and two children living near 
Charthage, Mo. He said he had made 
a great deal of money in Kansas City 
real estate, but had lost it all. He 
claimed not to know why he went to 
the bank, or for what lie was arrested.

finding the cashier alone he hoped to 
knock him senseless and rob the bank, 
others that his mind is unbalanced. 
He is about 40 years old and has a good 
face.

time ago lived in Kansas City, and was 
at one time reputed to be worth a 
quarter of a million dollars. He was 
successful in politics and in real-estate 
speculations. When the boom burst a 
few years ago, however,

in Kansas City a year or more ago a 
ruined man. About a month ago he 
went to Joplin, Mo., and engaged in a 
modest way 'in mining. Still he had 
only hard luck.

The repeal of tne Sher- 
man act paves the way to tbe restoration ol 
prosperity in America. Everybody knows now 
what tbe money ot the United States ly to be. 
and distrust will soon tlie ont. 


The writer enumerates a list of 


reforms which, he says, are needed 
badly in the Tuited States, and ought 
to be undertaken at once, as follows: 
Modification of the 
McKinley act; 


revision of ithe pension list; restora- 
tion of tlie $100,000,000 gold reserve in 
the treasury (if necessary through a 
loan at home or abroad), and a com- 
plete overhauling of the national bank- 
ing system. 
While acknowledging 


that the national banks of the United 
States are splendidly managed, the 
writer condemns the system as utterly 
bad. 


The Statist insists that since the re- 


peal of the Sherman act the most press- 
ing1 need of the United States finances 
is the reform of the banking system. It 
predicts the further fall of silver, as- 
cribing the present steadiness of the 
market to the heavy repurchases made 
by the bear element. English invest- 
ors are advised to hold aloof from all 
American securitiea 


"No solid advance of prices will be

Hold Up a Train on the Iron 


Mountain sRattroad. 


TIE COHDDCTOR HSTHTLY KILLED, 


The Express Car Looted and lh« Pass- 


engers Forced to Surrender Their 


Valuables'—Another but Unsuc- 


cessful Attempt 


LITTLE BOCK, Ark., Nov. *.—Fast we- 


press train No. 51 of the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern, known as the 
Cannon Ball, due here at 2:10 a, m., 
was held up and robbed by seven 
masked men at Oliphant, Ark., seven 
miles north of Newport, at 10 o'clock 
lastnifrbt. 
Passenger Conductor J. P. McJNally 


•was shot and killed while trying to 
protect his train. 


Oliphant is a small lumber town of 


about 800 inhabitants, situated in a 
lonely timber distsict in White county 


When train No. SI stopped at the sta- 


tion two men jumped upon the engine, 
and, pointing their revolvers at the en- 
gineer and firemen, they ordered them 
to keep still, threatening to blow their 
brains out it they moved a muscle. 


The other men surrounded the ex 


press car, tu» door of which was open 
and at once began firing a wicked f u 
silade from their revolvers. 


Conductor MoNally drew his re 


volver and returned the robbers' fire 
but before he had succeeded in wound 
ing any of them he was shot and 
killed. 
The robbers then entered the expres; 


car, overpowered the messenger an< 
looted the car. Leaving two men to 
guard the trainmen, the other robbers 
proceeded to rob the passengers. Thej 
entered the coaches and sleepers, anc 
at the point of a revolver relieved al 
the passengers of their valuables. 


They then left with a parting vollej 


taking a northerly direction. A tele 
gram was at once sent to the sheriff a' 
Newport, who formed a posse am 
started in pursuit. An engine wa 
dispatched' to Augusta for blood 
houndb. 


Telegramb were quickly sent to Li 


tie Eock for assistance, and a bpecia 
train left about 1 a. TO., carrying 
posbe of officers and a pack of blooi 
houndb. 


The train which was held up is cs 


pcctcd here about 2:15 a. m.. bringin 
the remains of Conductor McNall;

quorum to transact business However, the 
resolution was agreed to without the yeas and

MAKING OF SILK LACE. 


Baw Silk Traced From Producer to Con- 


sumer. 


To Nottingham, England, goes the 
tedit for having placed window cur- 
ains within the reach of the masses. 
Is a matter of fact, Nottinghanfis en- 
irely innocent in the premises and the 
only connection between the two lies 
a the fact that Nottingham, being the 
rome of the English lace industry, has 
been adopted as an appropriate name 
» be given to the output of our cotton 
lace manufactories. What Nottingham 
3 to England and Calais and Candre to 
France, Brooklym stands to the United 
Itates—the home or head center of the 
ace industry. 
To follow a thread of silk from its 


raw state, through its course of prepa- 
ration to be worked up into delicate 
ace by the marvelously ingenious ma- 
chinery, is an exceedingly interesting 
occupation. The silk is received in this 
country in bales shipped *ronl I**1?' 
China and Japan. It is in skeins in tho 
raw state, either greenish white or yel- 
low in color. The finest silk comes 
from Italy. The thread is like a hair 
and is as long as the skein. The first 
operation is to throw it, or in other 
words bring as many threads together 
us may be required in very flue or 
heavier fabrics. When the thread is of 
the desired thickness it is boiled to re- 
move the guni which is natural to it, 
and when dry it is wound on spools 
holding several thousand yards each. 
rhis is done by machines of from sixty 
to ninety spools each. 


The spools are then put on a jack, or 


frames of pins, on which they revolve 
and from which the silk is fed on a 
drum or warping mill through brass 
plates more or less perforated witl 
holes, according- to the number of 
threads to be placed in the warp. An 
Ingenious device registers the yards as 
they run on the drum, so that whet 
the desired length hns been wound 
the machine is stopped. The warps 
vary in width according to the work 
in which they are to be used 
The 


next operation is to run the warps on 
the warp beams* These beams are 
steel rollers of various thickness and 
in width running as high as 154 inches. 
Transferring the warp from the drum 
to the beam is a repetition of the oper- 
ation from the spool to the drum To 
every machine there is a main warp 
which forms the ground work of the 
pattern, supplemented by several auxil- 
iary wraps of various size threads, with 
which the pattern is perfected. The 
main wrap may be several thousand 
yards long, while the auxiliary wraps 
are shorter and are replaced from time 
to time. When the skein is wound on 
the spools part of it goes in another 
direction, where the silk is run from 
the spools on to bobbins. The bobbins 
arc the instruments that in lace-mak- 
ing form the design of the pattern by 
twisting around the warp threads. At 
this stage the machine is armed with 
the material ready to be worked up. 
And this is the point at which art 
enters. A corps of draughtsmen are 
employed making new designs and 
laying out the work. The design be- 
ing acceptable, a draughtsman's pat- 
tern i? drawn to scale, one copy of 
which g-oes to the operator on the 
machine who threads it accordingly by 
running the threads from the warp 
beams which set at the bottom of the 
machine through a slcy cloth and per- 
forated steel bar, und fastened on the 
roller at the top. 


This operation is of the most exact- 


ing character and the greatest care 
must be exercised, as the misplacing 
of a single thread will bring disaster 
to the most elaborate and carefully 
worked out design. 
Each thread is 


handled separately and in any hours are 
required to thread a machine of 154 
inches in width. Within that space 
the pattern is repeated as many times 
as the width will allow, so that when 
the fabric is turned out of the machine 
as many as thirty strips may be found. 
Another copy of the draughtsman's 
pattern is sent to the Jaequard puncher, 
or what may be called a piano machine, 
where the pattern is punched on heavy 
cardboard on the same principle as the 
music rolls of an orchestrion, but with 
the difference that each piece of card 
(about S&xlB inches) contains the de- 
sign of a single movement of the lace 
machine. If there are three hundred 
stitches in a pattern there will be three 
hundred of these cards strung together. 
The maehine.being threaded the cards 
are adjusted to the Jacquard attach- 
ment, without which lace might better 
be made by hand. The design cards 
operate droppers in the attachment 
bars, through which the threads pass 
and weave the pattern, each movement 
being complete and perfect. OB a ma- 
chine 154 inches in width as many as 
10,000 threads are used. The descrip- 
tion of the working of one machine 
covers all. When the desired length 
has been run off it goes to the examin

Operation of the Air Chamber a

in the pipes rnnningltrom the reservoir to 
the pnmpe, and there were no leas than 
fonr breaks of the pipes. Eton time a 
new section of pipe was put in, but still 
the pipe would bnret. 


Finally Mayor Moffitt and Chairman 


Stewart asked Engineer Barnett if be 
knew a remedy for the trouble. He said 
he did, adding thnt an air chamber was 
what was needed. With that be said be 
could guarantee cessation ot all similar 
breaks. Engineer Barnett was told to 
go ahead, get the air chamber, put it in 
place and cure the trouble. Mr Bar- 
nett did ao and to-dey the pumping ot 
the filtered water was resumed with tho 
air chamber m nee. It works like a 
charm 
and 
there is no 
indication 


whatever 
of 
any 
more 
trouble. 


This improvement as wholly dne to 
tne genius of Engineer Barnett, who 
knows the full value of air chambers 
in handling water. The chamber is 12 
inches in diameter at the base and 16 
inches at tbo top, and is 12 feet long. 
The water now flows to the pumpo with- 
out an extra thumpinz nv pressure to 
cause a strain, and the people tn»y tapl 
assured that in future none but fillet e . 
water will be pumped to the city. The 
thanks ot the city department aud the 
people generally are dne Mr. Barnett for 
what he has done to put the works in 
proper shape.

LATEST IN WOMEN'S HATS. 


Ferloctly Flat Dl»k» of Felt Which Are 
Twlst«d Into FnntaBtlo Sh»pe0. 


Manufacturers are now busy in mak- 


ing perfectly flat hats (or women. 
They are mere disks of felt, which the 
milliners tn 1st and bend into fantastic 
forms. Crowns which are mere rings 
of felt or other material are sewed on 
the under side of the Jelt plaques, 
sometimes in the center, but oftener 
at the bide or iear of the center. The 
felt disks are fifteen inches in diame- 
ter, and are only slightly stiffened. 
The demand is exceedingly brisk just 
now, and si^or seven Newark firms are 
making- them 


Many tiatents have been obtained 


upon thu> -,!tni>li flat disk of felt and 
the process of nuking: it 
The most 


important patent IB one for splitting 
the plaques and cementing the pieces 
together 
There is a great advantage 


in this, not only because It enables 
them to make hats of two different 
colors, over and nnder, but it makes a 
disk of greater durability and stiffness 
tor the weight of fur used.' 


Heretofore all fur hats have been 


formed by blowing the fur upon a per- 
forated cone and shrinking them with 
steam or hot cloths. In making- the 
flat plaques most ot the manufacturers 
have been blowing them upon low 
cones and flattening them in the sizing 
process. One firm devised a process 
for blowing the disks flat and in a con- 
tinuous strip, and have made a sizing 
machine for working the flat material. 
They have also machines for pouncing 
and finishing the plaques. 


Some ot the flat hats exhibited In the 


milliners' windows are dreams of 
beauty with gorgeous Mendings ot 
color upon the napped upper surf ace 
and creamy felt below. Others have a 
broad border of furry nap, or are full 
brush hats. A few have low crowns, 
built up by hydraulic pressure, but the 
dictim from Paris is that the crown 
must be on the under elde, and hatters 
are now making shallow crowns of 
felt to be sewed on 
Some of the 


French plaques are so limp that they 
can be formed into tarns and beef 
eaters, while others are made much 
suffer, and will be supplemented with 
milliners' wire sewed under the rim. 
The American plaques are superior to 
the imported in every respect, and are 
preferred by the milliners —N. Y. 
Times
